26. (Currently Amended) A system for providing security to a client computing system 
comprising: 

at least one processor; and 

means for executing a browser on the client computing system; 

means for communicating, from the client to the host computing system, a request to 
download data to be displayed in the browser; 

means for dovmloading the data from the host computing system to the client computing 
system via a client side firewall in response to the download request; 
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means for loading an interactive software application in the browser, the interactive 
software application utilizing the data downloaded fi"om the host computing system; 

means for executing the interactive software application in the browser on the client 
computing system, the interactive software application being in communication with at least one 
element that is outside the browser and on the client side of the client side firewall; and 

wherein the communication between the interactive software application and the at least 
one element occurs after the loading of the interactive software application and exclusively on 
the client side of the client side firewall; 

wherein the data includes a model representative of an underlying architecture of a 
software system; and 

wherein the at least one element is one of the underlying architecture of the software 
system and another browser executing on the client computing system. 



Response to Arguments 

4. Appellant's arguments filed on 06/20/2007 are persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-2, 4-7, 9-13, 15-16, 18-22, and 24-26 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Prior art of record neither alone or in combination fail to disclose a method/system for providing 
a host communication system across a network, the method comprising a client device requesting 
and downloading a. data, said the data is a model representative of an underlying architecture of a 
software system, to be displayed in a client browser, via a client side firewall; loading and 
executing an interactive software application, wherein the interactive software application 
utilizing the data downloaded, the interactive software application being in communication with 
at least one element that is outside the browser and the client side firewall, said the at least one 
element is one of the underlying architecture of ht software system and another browser 
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executing on the client computing system; and communication between the interactive software 
application and the at least one element occurs after the loading of the interactive software 
application and exclusively on the client side of the client side firewall.
